No Accidents 
The Army has been using the 
missile extensively for five or six 
years and had it in experimental 
stages for 12 or 13 years. Not one 
accident of lhis type was ever re­ 
corded before, the Army spokes­ 
man said. 
An Army spokesman at the site 
of the New Jersey blast had call­ 
ed the* missile center about as 
safe ‘‘as a gasoline station.” 
The local officer said, “ We fig­ 
ure this is about a once-in-30-year 
type of thing.”

The disaster came only three 
days after Army inspectors had 
rated the installation “ superior” 
in overall safety.

was rearming nine New Jersey 
anti-aircraft bases with deadlier 
Hercules missiles in place of the 
Nike-Ajax types. The Hercules can 
carry a nuclear warhead.

The disaster set off a wave of 
'bitter indignation among munici­ 
pal offic als in the area,

charged they had been assured by 
military officials that the missile 
base posed no threat to the civi­ 
lian popula:ion. 


At least seven men were killed 
in the thundcious explosion, ac­ 
cording to Brig. Gen. Charles F.
